SACRAMENTO - Since Assembly- 
man Floyd Mori was defeated in 1980, not 
one of Califormia's 80 Assembly members 
or 40 Senate members has been Asian 
American. 

This lack of Asian legislators, said 
9enaie Preslident Pro Tem David Robert in 
an interview with EastWest was “my 
pIimary reasoa for creating the Office of 
Asian and Pacific Islander Affairs.” 

Roberti the state 's highest-ranking 
California Senator, Sarted the office in 
January 1987, with a full-time staff of 
three. 

“I feel that the communication 
between the Asian and Pacific Islander 
community and the legislature needs Some 
Improvement，”he Said. “The community 
1S very diverse, has problems, and has very 
important issues that were not being 
looked at in a Systematic Or Concentrated 
way. In addition, the Asian Pacific 
community has grown SO rapidly in the last 
decade and continues to grow, and Ithink 
anybody who doesn t recognlze the 
potential influence of the community is 
Teally out of touch.… 

The office, whlich is headed by Maeley 
Tom and Georgette Imura, publishes a 

newgsletter on legislation affecting the 
Asian community. The most recent issue， 
published last November, was Sent tO 
10,000 people statewide, mainly Asians， It 
describes 37 bills benefitting Asians that 
passed the legislatureilast year. 有 BoObert 
Supported them all. Governor George 
Deukmejian vetoed 14 of them. Only one 
of the bills was Sponsored by a Republican， 

These numbers, Said Roberti, reflect 
political realities.“I feel Democrats have 
historically been more concerned with the 


problems and issues of ethnic minorities. 
Also, most Democratic districts have Sizable

Bill 1059, which would have required every 
State agency to award 19% of its contracts 
to minorities and 5% to women.

Requirng the UC administration to 
establish selection criteria is a step in the 


right direction. After all, it was the 
allegations of Asian American “overrepre- 
Sentation at Certain UC campuses and the 
unauthorized use of additional selection 
criteria at UC Berkeley and UCLA that led 
to charges of racial discrimination by the 
Asian American community. 

However, the vague new principle upon 
Which the selection criteria are to be based 
is misleading. It contradicts the two 
original principles of the Master Plan 一 
competitive academic excellence and 
egalitarianism. The newly-adopted prin- 
ciple calls for selection criteria that will 
create a student body on each of the nine 
UC campuses that encompasses“the broad 
diversity of cultural, racial, geographic, and 
SOCcio-economic backgrounds characteristic 
of California.” 

-Gardner Said,”We take all of these 
factors into account as we try to make 
decisions as to who to admit from among 
the eligibility pool and who to turn away 
from the eligibility pool for any given 
campus.” Such a policy means selecting 
students with GPAs ranging from 3.3 to 4.0 
and turning away even straight-A students. 
According to Gardner, this new Principle of 
diversity is an alternative to Imeritocracy 
and random selection from eligible appli- 
cants by lottery. 

In other words, the policy statement not 
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only downgrades the principle of academic 
excellence, which has contributed to UC?S 
worldwide reputation，but in addition 
authorizes the use of unspecified quotas for 
different types of students， including racial 
quotas, in the name of diversity. 


Weare notopposed to the principle of 
diversity. Indeed, campus diversity has 
been enhanced significantly by several 
affirmative action programs that have 
brought in not just historically underrepre- 
sented minorities, but many white athletes 
not competitive academically, those with 
Special talents and children of VIPs. mn 
1987, Berkeley's College ofLetters 久 
Science offered admissions to 637 blacks 
and 959 Hispanics under this principle， We 
Strongly Support affirmative action pro- 
gams based on diversity and the need to 
correct past injustices. 

Butby failing to clearly define the 
relationship between competitive excel- 
lence and diversity in the student make-up 
of each campus, the selection process is 
open to abuses. Asian Americans have 
well-founded reasons to fear that the new 
statement is a disguised policy aimed at 
curbing the rising Asian American and 
Teversing the declining white enrollments. 
[FEor example, 工 & S College in Berkeley 
offered admissions to 631 Caucasians on a 
non-competitive basis last year!] No 
wonder the number of Asian American 
freshmen, especially among the poor and 
disadvantaged, has declined sharply at UC 
Berkeley since 1983，even though their 
eligibility and applicant pools have swollen 
Substantially. 


The big losers, therefore, are not, as 
Gardner contended, the Caucasians whose 
percentage in California population has 
been declining steadily, but the Asian 
Americans, whose number and percentage 
have been on the increase, but who don:f 
Seem to have the political influence to 
protect their rights. But the biggest loser imn 
the long run may be UC, which stands to 
lose many highly-motivated, high-achiev- 
ing American Students of Asian ancestry. 

Just as misleading in the policy 
statement and in Gardner's public com- 
Iments is the Signal to Asian American 
students and parents that a B-average 
student has as much chance of getting 
admitted into UC as a straight-A，and that 
they need not work So hard. Not surpris- 
ingly, many high school teachers and 
counselors now complain that they no 
longer know how to advise and prepare 
their students for UC admissions. 

What is shocking is what Gardner told 
the press following the adoption of the new 
policy. He claimed that“anyone whbo 
comprehends the [admission] problem，has 
nO Solution for it，and anyone who has a 
Solution, does not comprehend the prob- 
lem.”Assuming he comprehends the 
problem, what he recommended for 
approval can't be the solution。 And based 
on what he offered as a solution，he has yet 
to comprehend the problem. 

The Asian American admission issue 
has been in the news'since 1984. The 
proposal he gaye to the regents is woefully 
inadequate for the simple reason that it is 
Shows his failure to comprehend the nature 
of the problem and understand the mission 
of the University, as mandated by the 
Master Plan. Finally, itrepresents a failure 
of leadership. If the president can't lead， 
then the Board of Regents has the obliga- 
tion to take charge.

The JInspection Service has years of 
experience investigating these types of 
Schemes, and I can assture you we have 
never found any that were legitimate. For 
one thing, automated machinery nowa- 
days has virtually eliminated the need for

home or at the office. In addition, the offer 
of free information” is only bait used to 


lure unsuspecting victims into sending 


away for more information. Once they 
Teceive this additional free information, the 
Victims must then send anywhere from $2 
to $15 or more to“start them on the road to 
profitable work at home.”Instead of 
Ieceiving information on envelope stuffing， 
Tespondents often receive instructions on 
how to place advertisements like the one 
they responded to. In other words, they are 
told how to run their own fraudulent 
envelope stuffing scheme using the same 
tactics， 

Publications such as yours are under no 
legal obligation to screen Such advertise- 
ments for legitimacy. We understand and 
Iecognize that fact However, responsible 
publications across the country have 
voluntarily set up certain standards with 
which advertisers must comply. Ads that 


tout envelope stuffing schemes are some 


that are automatically refused, because 
they obviously and flagrantly violate 
these standards. Most publishers are 
aware that envelope stuffing and similar 
work-at-home schemes are fraudulent 
and have taken the responsibility to 
protect their readers by refusing to print 
these ads.

SAN FRANCISCO - For an intimate 
look at the Chinese community, the 
Chinese Culture Center [CCC] in SF 
Chinatown offers heritage and culinary 
walks conducted by docents. 
The word “docent in itself 
means teacher in German,” 
Says Vivian Chiang, adminis- 
trator of CCC, but docents 
not only teach, but help 
demystify Chinese culture 
and customs to those who are 
unfamiliar with them. 

“We're trying to empha- 
Size a viable Chinatown,” 
SayS George Lau, a 14-year 
docent Lau says the 
program wants to try to 


Chinese presented in movies 
and other places，but there is 
3lSo 3a persSonal touch added. 
Since many of the docents 
are Senior Citizens who grew

Having to work with such a diverse range 
of ages, being a docentis not only a 
teaching, but also alearning experience for 
Chinn and the others. 


OPIUM SMOKING 

Chinn admits that many of the children 
on the tour are more interested in aSking 
about the practice of opium smoking or 
when they get a fortune Cookie than in the 
fine point of Chinese culture, but he hopes 
the walks wil expose them to Chinese 
culture 3S a whole, Something they may 
never encounter again, Since many of them 
are non-Chinese from Suburban areas. 

Often questions are asked that the 
docents can tanswer. In researching the 
ansWers, the docents learn Something new 
according to Gardner Pond, the culinary 
docent He has been with CCC for 12 
years.“Being a docent is a very good 
opportunity to learn and be able to answer 
questions and talk . . .practice public 
Speaking ... and to keep up with what goes 
on in and around Chinatown,”remarks 
Pond. 

John Wong, with CCC for only two 
years, appreciates the learning opportuni- 
ties.“The other day, he talked, not about 
how much information he has given, but 
how much he has received from conducting 
the walks,”Ssays Chiang. Jn preparing for 
his walks, Wong does research at the 


library or gets pointers from the other 
docents. He has discovered that “There are 
alot of beautiful things in Chineselitera- 
ture and history, and how much my parents 
suffered that Inever knewf” 

When asked if the docents feel that the 


participants received something from the 
walks, the answer is in the affirmative. 
“That's the most important . . . We feel we 
have something to 中 ve . . . That's why 

We re here”says Lau proudly. 

The docents are all volunteers.“They 
don teven get reimbursed for parking，” 
Says Chiang.“They give their time and 
energy in exchange for a sense of personal 
satisfaction ,?”
